1. Murderers Escape 
From Oells in Sing Sing. 
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Peppered the Guard’s Eyes, Over- 
powered and Disarmed Them. 


The Custodians Thrust Into the Cells 
the Convicts Had Occupied. 


“CARLYLE HARRIS REFUSES TO GO WITH 
THEM TO LIBERTY. 


One of the Men Had Recently Fallen Heir 
to a Large Sum of Money—His Broth- 
er a Visitor at ting Sing-—The Guards 
Suspended Pending an Investigation 
by the Warden—Searching Parties Are 
Boouring the Country for the Fugi- 


tives.

Brno Sina, N. Y., April 21.—Rohle and Pall 
ister, two murderers under sentence of 
Geath, escaped from prison here last night. 
They are both New York men. Pallister 

urdered Probvationary Policeman Adam 

ne, and Rohle killed the veteran Paulsen 
in his Hester street apartments. Both were 
under sentence, and were soon to be electro- 
cuted. Supt. Byrnes of New York City has 
been notified, andevery effort is being made 
to recapture the prisoners. 

It was not until 6:40 o’clock this morning 
that it was discovered that the murderers 
had escaped. When Guard Glinn entered the 
condemned cell building as usual at that 
hour he was astonished at discovering the 
two night watchmen locked in the murderers’ 
cells. When the guards were released they 
told a remarkable story. Guard Hulse said 
that at 7 o’clock last night he passed supper 
in to Pallister. The condemned man threw 
a handful of pepper into the guard's eyes. 

Hulse was blinded and Pallister rushed on 
him, took his revolver away from him and 
under threats of death forced Hulse into his 
(Pallister’s) cell, first taking the keys away 
from him. 

He then locked Hulse in the cell and un- 
locked the cell of murderer Frank Rohle. 

The two murderers then unlocked the cells 
of Carlisle W. Harris and Murderer Osmond. 
They invited these two to escape with them. 
Both Harris and Osmond refused the offer to 
escape. 

Pallister and Rohle waited until 8 o'clock, 
when Guard Murphy came on duty. 48 
Murphy entered tbe corrider Pallister pre- 
sented his pistol at Murphy’s head, and 
taking his keys away from him, locked bim 
in Rohle’s cell. 

Pallister tcok Guard Hulse’s shoes and cap 
away from him and put them on himself. 
Threatening to kilithe guards if they made 
any outcry, the two murderers climbed 
down into the yard and made thelr escape, 
whether by the river or over the walls was 
not known this morning. The terrible 
stormy night facilitated their escape. 

As soon as the escape wasreported Warden 
Brown sent out his men to scour the coun- 
try. It is supposed that Pallister had been 
saving the pepper given him daily with his 
meals with the object of escape in view. 
Both the escaped men were dressed in dark 
suits of prison- made clothes, not the regular 
convict dress. Rohle wore slippers, Pallis- 
ter had on the guara’s shoes and cap. Fal- 
Uster and Rohle carried with them the two 
revolvers they took from Guards Hulse and 
Murphy. . 

Guards Hulzand Murphy have been sus- 

nded, also Officers of the Guard Glynn and 

aher. Glynnand Maher are supposed to 
make the rounds of murderers’ row and all 
the shops. In connection with the escape of 
the murderers it leaked out this morning that 
a brother of Role arrived ia this city about 
ten days ago from Germany with $7,000 
which Rohle nad inherited. 

The brother upon his arrival here called 
upon Goldberg & McLaughlin, the prisoner's 
; nsel, andi ed them that he was go- 
ing to sing Sing. Aftera stay of a few days 
there he returned to this city and said he 
would immediately return to Europe. He is 
"believed to have remained in this country 
and assisted in his brother’s escape. 

The action of Harris, Osmond and Geoghan 
the three condemned murderers, who refuse 
to accept the invitation of Pallister and 
Hohle in their dash for liberty, was highly 
commended by the prison officers. Harris 
afterward said that he saw nothing to 
be gained by escaping and, as he was an in- 

nocent man, he expected to establish this 
fact fully some day. It is believed that 
Harris’ refusal to take advantage of the op-

The 
object of the defense yesterday was to prove 
Mary Sweeny, the child rosecutrix, a 
chronic prevaricator. A teacher in the pri- 
mary department of the Canandaigua Con- 
vent, where Mary lived for several years, 
28 that sùhe would not believe her under 
oath. 

Six girls belonging to Fr. Flaherty’s Sun- 
day-scheéol testified that the prosecuting wit- 
ness was a terrible liar. 

Fr. Flaherty took thestand,reviewed his life 
and remarked that while his relations with 
the Noonan family had been friendly they 
had never been intimate. He denied that he 
had ever had improper relations with the 
complainant or that he had ever been alone 
with her in the Noonan house. He ac- 
knowiedged his belief in and explained the 
Catholic faith in the forgiveness of sins. Sev- 
eral witnesses for the defense testified to the 
priest’s character. Witnesses were on hand 
who swore to the bad character of the priest 
and the veracity of Mary Sweeny. Fr. 
Flaherty was recalled to the stand to explain 
two occasions on which he struck two men. 
He said that he struck one man for calling 
uim a liar, and the other, a trainman, for 
striking him for pulling a bell-cord.

WIND AND WAVE MAKE THESE APRIL 
DAYS MEMORABLE, 


The Loss of Lifs at the Milwaukee 
Tunnel Crib—Snow pralle Through- 
out the Northwest Impeding Traffic 
and Delaying Seeding—Floods Nearer 


Home Do Great Damage—Wide-Spread 


Storm Damage. 


The storm central yesterday in Northern Ilinofs 
has moved slowly northeastward to Lake Michigan. 
Itis causing almost anprecedented gales throughout 
the Lake Region, while to the westward in Wiscon- 
sin, lowa and Minuesota a light sleet and snow is 
falling which is being blown by the northwest gales, 
causing a severe blizzard. 

The temperature’s changes west of the Mississippi 
have been slight, but from Illinois eastward to the 
Alleghany Meuntains there has been a fall of froth 
10 to 20 degs. The weather ln Missouri has hardly 
been cold enough to injure fruit but, shog!d the 
wind cease to-night, there would be Ganger of 
severe frosts. 

The Ohio, from Pittsburg to Cincinnati, is rising. 
The Cumberland at Nashvilleis falling. The Ten- 
nessee at Chattanooga is rising slightiy. The Mis- 
sourl, from Omabato Kansas City, is falling. The 
Mississippi, from Dubuque to Hannibal. ts rising. 
At St. Louis it is rising rapidly. From Memphis to 
Vicksburg it is rising. The Arkansas is falling. 
There have been two inches of rain in the area above 
Pittsburg. Signals are displayed on Lakes Ontario, 
Erie, St. Clair, Huron, Michigan and at Sault Ste. 
Marie. 

The greatarea of low barometer, which 
has just crossed the United States did much 
damage in a small way in this section of the 
Lake Region. The heavy gale which swept 
Lake Erie carried away small boats and 
Other portable objects on the shore. The 
gale has ranged between twenty and forty 
mites per hour for the past forty-eight 
hours,and is high this morning. The steamer 
Luxbury, laden with coal from this point 
to upper lake points, was swamped off Turtle 
lightand now lies in a mud bank with her 
decks even with the water. A steam pump 
has gone to aid her. The schooner Redfern, 
in towof atug withthe Luxbury, had her 
steering gear carried away. 

The crop outlook for Northwestern Ohio 
and the adjacent portions of Indiana and 
Michigan is good. There is some fear that 
oats in the ground may decay from the cold 
weather, however. Wheat looks very well, 
and the fruit buds so far are uninjured in the 
famed Lake Erie peach and grape region. 


WIND WRECKS IN MICHIGAN. 
DETROIT, Mich., April 21.4Throughout this 
city business and private houses suffered 
severely dy a erco gale last night. Roofs 


were torn off, electric towers were blown 


down anda number of persons were seri- 
ously injured by falilng signs. At one time 
the wind attained a velocity of seventy-five 
miles an hour and at 10 o' clock last night was 
blowing forty-seven miles an hour. 

Ypsilanti, which suffered so heavily from 
the recent cyclone, received another hard 
blow yesterday. The heavy rains have dam- 
aged property there to the extent of 50,000. 
C. J. Brown, furniture dealer, suffered 
another dig loss to their stock by reason of 
water pouringin. The work of putting roofs 
on buildings damaged by the recent tornado 
has progressed as rapidly as possible, but 
most bull lings are open to the elements. The 
Scharf toy and box factory has a stock vai- 
ued at $40,000 and it will prove nearly a total 
loss. Aconservative estimate of the dam- 
age done inthis part of the State during the 
past twenty-four hours is $225,000. 


THE GALE AT NEW YORK. 

NEW YorkK, April 21.—The heavy easterly 
gale destroyed all communication with Sandy 
Hook and the life-saving stations along the 
coast. Nothing has been heard from them 
since yesterday noon. With the exception 
of the Belgian steamer Rhineland no vessel 
of any kind arrived at Quarantine until early 
this morning. The steamers arriving this 
morning report violent weather and terrific 
high seas. The steamer Alamo, whieh ar. 
rived from Colon, reports passing off Long 
Branch yesterday two towboats, one with 
coal barges and the other with two in tow. 
One of the barges was in a sinn condition 
and a towboat was alongside taking off the 
crew. Another barge had broken adrift. 


A FREIGHT TRAIN’S STRUGGLE. 
BLOOMINGTON, III., April 21.—A heavy wind 
storm, mingled with rain and snow, pre- 
valled in this region all day yesterday, and 
was a small cyclone west of thecity. About 
noon a freight train on the Big Four Railroad 
approaching the city and when 
it was about two and a half miles 
west of the city was almost torn in 
two by the gyrating winds. About in the 
middle of the train was a box-car filled with 
lumber and the windtore the top complete- 
ly offand hurled it into a corn feldaiong the 
right of way. The train was traveling a 
rather rapid rate, but it was almost brought 
toa standstill by the wind. Lastnight was 
very cold and still snowing. 


FELL IN TORRENTS. 

MCLEANSBORO, III., April 21.—Yesterday the 
rain fell in torrents all day, soaking the 
earth and turning every small stream into a 
mad, rushing river. Some time after dark 
the wind rose and blew a hurricane all night 
long. One furious assauit followed another 
in rapid saccession. To-day is little better 
so far us the rain is concerned, as it has been 
pouring down all day. 


WRECKS AT CHEBOYGAN. 

CHEBOYGAN, Mich., April 21.—The gale 
which has been raging here for the past 
twenty four hours or more is the worst ever 
experienced. The new Cheboygan Hotel 18 
artly unroofed.

TWELVE BODIES RECOVERED. 


RESULT OF THE MILWAUKEE WATER-WORKS 
CRIB- HOUSE COLLAPSE IN THE STORM. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 21.—The bodies of 
two of the victims of the water-works tunnel 
crib horror were picked up on the beach 
early this morning.

It was65o’clock inthe morning when we 
found that water was entering the air-tight 
compartment of the shaft where we had 
taken refuge forthe night. We took a vote 
to decide whether we would risk leaving the 
It was decided to leave. Only 
of us succeeded in reaching 
outside. The nine men who 
were not strong enough to get out 
were drowned by the water coming into the 
shaft, and four out of the five who got out 
were mangled or drowned in the tremendous 
floods which were lashed over the crib, At 
what hour the house was washed away Ido 
not know. It had disappeared when we got 
out of the shaft.’’

Company Denied. 


AN INDEMNITY BOND OF $20,000 RE- 
QUIRED OF THE COLUMBIA COMPANY. 


The Manufacture of Incandescent Lamps 
No Longer a Monopoly-—The Edison 
Patents Will Expire Before a Final 
Hearing of the Ma‘n Suit Can Be Heard 
—President Rhotehamel of the Colum- 
bia Company Jubilant. 


When the United States Circuit Court 
opened this morning the room was crowded 
with lawyers, awaiting anxiously the decis- 
ion in the case of the Edison Electric Light 
Co. against the Columbia Incandescent 
Lamp Co. The Edisofi company had applied 
for a preliminary injunction against the de- 
fendant, alleging infringement of patent. 
Should the injunction be granted it would 
practically close all manufactories not 
operating under the Edison patents, 
while, should it be refused, it would 
practically throw the doors open to all 
companies until the case should be finally 
determined. The Edison patent expires in 
October, 1894, and it was deemed of great 
importance to obtaina preliminary injunc- 
tion. Other companies had been attached 
and injunctions granted, and the case of the 
Columbia company was looked upon as rather 
hopeless. It made its fight on the Gocbel 
lamp, which it was claimed was invented 
prior to the Edison, and embodied the same 
principles. Lawyers of high repute were 
employed on both sides, and the argument 
lasted four days. 

Promptly at 10 o’clock Judge Hallett 
took his seat, and as soon as the court was 
called to order degan reading his decision. 
He read ina low voice, and could only be 
heard by those in the immediate vicinity. It 
soon became evident that he was: taking the 
side of the defendant, andthe result was a 
foregone conclusion long before zthe reading 
was completed.

It is enough to say that there is a fair 
preponderance of testimony in support of 
the Goebel claim. 

There is. not the measure of proof demanded by de- 
fendant’s counsel, who maintain that the court 
should require proof of the fact beyond reasonable 
doubt. This degree of certainty is not often attained 
upon testimony inthe form of affidavits, where the 
issue is contested, and it is not reasonable to de- 
mand euch certainty as to the defense. 
Complainants must show a clear right 
in suppo of preiiminary wri 
andadeiense which puts the case in doubt is suf- 
ficient to defeat the application.

RHOTEHAMEL JUBILANT. 

President J. H. Rhotehamel of the Colum- 
bian Incandescent Lamp Co., who made the 
hardest fight against the injunction asked 
for by the General Electric Co., s seen this 
morning after the decision rendered by the 
Federal Court. 

Mr. Rhotehamel said: ‘‘This is certainly a 
great victory for us and it practically leaves 

o feld wide open for us to goon manufac- 
turing the iamps. Before this decision was 
rendered the General Electric Co., which Is 
only a consolidation of the Edison and the 
Thompson companies for the guarding of the 
patent had the exclusive right to manufac- 
ture the lamps.. They used the lamp as a 
club, just as they tried to do inthe Planters’ 
House case. Unless they hadtheir generat- 
ing machinery from the General Electric Co. 
they could get nolamps. Beforethe forma- 
tion ofthe Generai company they estimated 
their rights worth $600,000, and after the for- 
mation of the company they pla 
it at ,000,000, so you can 
the importance and extent of the 
field that has been opened by the decision of 
Judge Hallett. 

They based all their claims on the second 
patent, which covered the glass receptacle, 
the metallic nim and an exhausted chamber 
with the wires through the glass. 

‘*We introduced affidavits, which we can 
strongly reinforce when we can summons 
witness, to show that Henry Gaebei made 
these lamps far back as 1854 and up to 1681, 
His first antedate the Edison patents very 
considerably.

The $20,000 
bond is ready and it will be filed in a very 
short time. 

MR. HITCHCOCK SAYS LITTLE. 

Mr. Henry Hitchcock ,counsel for complain- 
ants, when asked about the decision and its 
effects, sald: There is nothing to say. The 
temporary injunction asked for has been 
denied; at the same time the Columbia com- 
pany must give $20,000 bond for damages if 
they go on any further before the final decis- 
ion in thissame Court. 

MAY NOT PUSH THE CASE. 

O. E. Fowler of Fowler & Fowler, counsel 
for the defendant, said:.‘*Of course this 
does not close the case, as the final trial on 
the main issue has yet to come.

MRS. HANCOCK’S DEATH. 


The Widow of the Major-General te Be 
Interred in St. Louis. 


NEW YORK, April 21.—Mrs..Almira Hau- 
cock, widow of Maj.-Gen: Winfield Scott 
Hancock, died at 4:30 o’clock, yesterday’ af- 
ternoon, at the residence of Mrs. Eugene 
Griffin, a niece of Gen. Hancock, in Gram- 
mercy Park. 

Since returning from Europe last November, 
Mrs. Hancock has been rapidly failing, and 
her vital powers could not stand the strain 
upon them. For some years past Mrs. Han- 
cock has been overburdened with losses and 
grief. Her only daughter, Ada Elizabeth, a 
charming girl, died in 1875 at the age of 18. 
Mrs. Hancock’s mother, Mrs. Russell, died in 
1883 at Gen. Hancock’s residence on Gov- 
ernor’s Island in New York Harbor, and, in 
1884, her only son, Russell Hancock, died 
in Mississippi. Two years later her hus- 
band died at his home on Governor’s Island 
the date being Feb. 9, 1886. In 1891 Mrs Han 
cock went to Europe to recuperate after her 
many losses. She improved in health very 
considerably fora time, but over exertion 
broke her down completely and it was mere- 
ly a question of time before she woald goto 
join her family.

THE PRESBYTERY ADJOURNS. 


Unanimously Decided to Have No Dea- 
conesses—Other Matters of Importance. 


The delegates tothe annual meeting of the 
St. Louis Presbytery gathered in West 
Charch this morning with a smile of relief, 
that the much mooted and distressing re- 
vision question had been met and answered.

A Correspondence Secretary, with an 
annual salary of $1,500, whose duty it will be 
to communicate with the Committees on 
Vacancy and Supply in all the Presbyteries, 
is also suggested by the overture. After some 
discussion the Presbytery ggturned an affirm- 
ative answer to the overture. The over- 
ture to create in the Presbyterian 
Church the office of Deaconess was igno- 
miniously squelched. Although a motion 
to answer the overture in the affirmative was 
made and seconded, nota single voice was 
heard when the ayes were ca led for, while a 
unanimous chorus of noes was heard when 
the moderator called forthe negative vote. 
This is a very discourteous Presbytery,’’ 
— Dr. Wm. J. Lee, the stated clerk, with u 
smile. 

A dignified wrangle grew out of the request 
of Rev. Wm. i. Smith, a colored ex- 
Methodist divine, to become a 
regularly enrolled member of the 
St. Louls Presbytery.

ENORMOUS WITHDEAWALS oF GOLD AT 
THE SUB-TREASURBY. 


The Secretary Talks Freely Concerning 


the Situation, but Outlines No Policy— 
He Hopes Thatthe Banks Will Assist 
the Treasury in Maintaining the Gold 
Reserve and the National Credit. 


New Tonk, April 21.—Secretary Oarlisie’s 
statement on the gold situation was the gen- 
eral topic of conversation in Wall street this 
forenoon. It was not favorably received on 
the ground that it was found to be indefinite. 
Most of the bankers seen professed them- 
selves unable to comprehend the Secretary's 
exact intention with reference to the treas- 
ury notes. J. Edward Simmons, President of 
the Fourth National Bank, said: Mr. Car- 
lisle has announced no policy; his words 
mean nothing so far as any solution of the 
question is concerned.’’ 

Some of the foreign exchange dealers are 
again allowing a premium of % of 1 per cent 
to those paying for their remittances in 
gold, 

Russell Sage said this morning: I believe 
that if people do not jose their heads we 
shall weather the storm and that the cur- 
rency question will eventually be arranged 
satisfactorily. It isa pity, however, that 
Secretary Carlisle does not take a bold stand 
upon the subject and give us an idea of what 
he intends to do.“ 

At the Sub- Treasury this morning $2,000,000 
in currency notes were deposited against the 
withdrawal of an equal amount of gold. Of 
these notes $500,000 were Treasury notes and 
the remainder gold certificates and United 
States notes. Cashier Muhiman of the Sub- 
Treasury has not received any word from 
Washington to make a change in the method 
for receiving payment for gold. 

Counting the $500,000 engaged by the Canadi- 
an Bank of Commerce yesterday, the total 
gold engagements for shipment to Europe 
and Canada amount to $5,140,000. 

Engagements of export goldt 10:45 a. m. are 
as follows: Lazard Frere, $3,000,000 (includ- 
ing the $750,000 withdrawn yesterday); Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., $700,000; Landenburg, Thalman & 
Co., $500,000, and Heidelbach, Eickelheimer 
& Co., $640,000, 


THE SECRETATY TALKS. 
WasHINGTON, D. O., April 21.—Last night 
Secretary of the Treasury Carlisle reviewed 
the gold question ina talk for publication. 
He said: 
**The total stock of gold coin and gold bull- 
ion now in this country, including what is 


held by the Treasury as well as what is held 
by the banks and individuals, amounts to 
about $740,000.000. When I came into the 
Treasury Department on the 7th day of 
March the amount of free 
had been reduced 

by arrangements with 
Western banks it was increased until on the 
Ist of April it amounted to nearly $8,000,000, 
Then heavy shipments began to be made, 
and two days ago we nad only about $40,000, 
but now it amounts to $895,000, after deduct- 
ing what was withdrawn from the Sub- 
Treasury to-day for shipment. Arrange- 
ments are now in progress by which more 
gold is to de cured trom the West, ana I 
hope that a sufficient quantity will be secured 
to keep the gold reserve intact. 

There is gold enough in the country to 
meetallthe requirements of the situation, 
and ifall who are really interested in main- 
taininga sound and stablecurrency would 
assist the Secretary ofthe Treasury to the 
extent oftheir abilities, the existing dim- 
culties would soon de removed. 

In addition to this statement Secretary 
Carlisle said that $800,000 iu gold had been 
taken out of the Subtreasury in New York for 
export. Theclassof money paid into the 
Sabtreasury for this gold withdrawal in- 
cluded $400,000 in gold certificates, which, to 
thatamount, did not reduce the gold re- 
serve because they themselves were practi- 
cally gold. Sotheactual gold reduction of 
the day was only $400,000, leaving the balance 
as stated above. 

This is the first considerable amount of 
gola certificates paid into the Subtreasury

B.LGIAN SUFFRAGE. 


The Minister at Washington on the Nys- 
sn Bill and its Results. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—‘**The pass- 
age of the bill granting universal suffrage to 
the people of Belgium was not due to the in- 
Nuence of the mobs, said Mr. Leghait, Bel- 
gian Minister to Washington, to- day. The 
question has been before Parliament for six 


months and every one knew that some such 
result would be reached, but the decision 
was not influenced by outside pressure. I 
am sure pariiaments do not act that way 
any more tban the Congress of the United 
ttates would respond to demands from such 
a source, The change was inevitable; we 
had held our constitution for sixty-three 
years, and in some respects it was an- 
tique and modifications had to be made 
to suit the different conditions of to- 
day, just as the United States has to make 
changes initslaw. The Nyssen bill,“ con- 
tinued the Minister, provides for manhood 
suffrage with limitations. The right to cast 
additional votes is conferred on the owners 
of property of a certain value, to the holder 
ofa certificate of higher education, or of a 
rofessional position, and upona voter who 
las arrived atacertain advanced age. My 
belief is that the result of the first election 
under the new measure will show an in- 
creased number of Conservaitves in Pariia- 
ment, andaccrresponding decrease of the 
representatives of the IAberal party, who 
stood for the extension of the rignt of suf-

‘WHICH? 


The people of Brooklyn have reason to 
congratulate themselves that they havea 
Mayor whose honesty is adorned with 
cleverness. When Mayor Boody of that 
city hadto passupon the street railway 
franchises recently granted for nothing at 
the dictation of political bosses, although 
compensation had been offered the city by 
other parties, he neither approved nor 
vetoed the ordinances. He chose an ad- 
mirable way of embodying in courteous 
words and carefully veiled irony a sting- 
ing and well-merited rebuke for the be- 
trayal of the city’s interests which the 
granting of the franchises represented. 

The Mayor senta most politely worded 
message to the Aldermen in which he 
stated that he ‘presumed they had inserted 
no payment conditionsin the ordinances 
because they thought that the Mayor was 
authorized to fix the compensation for the 
city. He assured them that this was a 
mistake, that they alone had the power to 
fix the compensation, and informed them 
that having learned from the favored cor- 
porations that they were willing to pay for 
the privileges granted urged that the com- 
pensation clauses be inserted before the 
time for vetoing or approving the ordin- 
ances expired. 

The reading of this clever message may 
suggest to ex-Mayor Noonan a lost oppor- 
tunity to fix a similar redeeming feature in 
the bad record of his administration. Had 
he acted thus on the franchise ordinances 
he approved, his chance of again becoming 
a power in St. Louis politics might have 
been saved. He may doubtless realize now 
what might have been his possibilities if 
the franchise grabs which now bear his 
signature had been returned with a mes- 
sage similar to that of Mayor Boody. 

But we preach for the living not the 
dead. When franchise grabs in which 
the city’s interests are betrayed, are sent 
to Mayor Walbridge by a boodle or boss 
combine in the Municipal Legislature, let 
the people watch and see whether he imi- 
tates the Noonan or the Boody example.

CAUSES OF MUNICIPAL WOES. 

Some prominent citizens of New York in 
a meeting of an organization formed to 
promote local interests, discussed, the 
other day, the inexhaustible subject of 
municipal government with the special 
view of fluding remedies for the ills from 
which it suffers. 

Among other causes suggested as the 
root of municipal woes was State interfer- 
ence in local affairs. Free and undis- 
tured local self-government was held up 
by the advocates of this view as the sure 
remedy for municipal troubles. Let the 
State keep ite hands off the cities and the 
cities would take good care of themselves.

rather than a cause? Does it not come in 
the majority of cases because the voters of 
the city permit local abuses to grow until 
in desperation they appeal to the 
power of the State to interfere in 
their behalf? Or, because the voters permit 
the political bosses to run their politics 
and send mento State Legislatures who 
are the tools of the bosses and not repre- 
sentatives of the people? 

In the recent city campaign President 
Nagel of the Council, in discussing the 
evil of State interference in city govern- 
ment, made the wise remark that if we 
would avoid it we must keep our munic 7 
pal household clean and in order. When 
honest citizens demand State interference 
they do so as the quickest and easiest 
method 1 obtaining relict .

COMPETITION AND A LAW. 

Republican organs, which are prone to 
look upon trusts as ‘‘private affairs,’’ are 
convinced that competition will be a 
more effective .destructive weapon 
than the law and therefore de- 
precate the proposed prosecutions. 
The New York Tribune, for instance, 
remarks that competition is the 
natural remedy against the monopolizing 
tendency, and it has proved more powerful 
than any laws yet devised.’’ 

This may be granted, but if there is no 
competition what shall we do about it? A 
monopoly cannot be formed in the face of 
competition, much less survive a struggle 
for existence. Butthe men who engineer 
these combines aré not hampered by any 
theories. They create acondition and then 
establish their monopoly. Having control of 
large capital they absorb the plants of the 
various industries, and when everything 
is ready the trust appears. They are 
masters of the situation as soon as they 
appear, for no man of small means can 
compete with arival who can lose hun- 
dreds of thousands in a fight. Whenever 
a trust fails it is because the managers had 
notaclear view of the difficulties to be 
overcome and neglected to make adequate 
preparations. In other words, they were 
over sanguine and not practical. When 
backed by sufficient capital a trust is 
bound to succeed against competition be- 
cause competition is stifled before the 
squeezing process is begun. 

The only remedy isina stringent, dras- 
tic, comprehensive law. Such a law we 
have, a law pronounced perfectly sound 
by the best legal authorities and needing 
only intelligent effort to make it effective. 
Ina series of exposures the New York 
WORLD has furnished. facts enough to the 
law officers of the Government to set going 
a dozen prosecutions. As the law is plain 
it would seem that delay is not justifiable. 
Let us have prompt and earnest work in 
this direction. Let us restore competi- 
tion as a regulator of trade and prices.

The Rank and File ofthe Party Conclud- 
ing That Thers Is to Pe a Fair Distribu 
ti-n—Congressional Junket Commit- 
tees Have Truoble in Getting Started 
Supremes Court Notice. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—Some of the 
Democratic politicians in Washington, in 
fact, nearly all of them, are much more 
cheerful than a month ago. They have come 
to the conclusion that the Administration 
intends to give the rank and file of tho party 
a pretty fair showing afterall. It was their 
original belief, based upon expressions 
coming from the White House and the 
various departments, that changes in office 
would be made only where changes were 
compelled; that the spirit of the mugwump 
was abroad in the land and that civil service 
reform had at last come to stay. For some 
reason best known to themselves they have 
changed their minds. It is now thecon- 
viction that by the 15th of next July there 
will be a clean sweep in all the offices, or 
nearly all the omces that are not directly 
governed by the civil service law. 

There was especial wrath yesterday among 
those scattered remnants of the Tennessee 
delegation who still walk with hollow foot- 
steps thecorridors of the Ebbitt. Nine out of | 
every ten have ehome, but a few them 
are left. The cause of the trouble appeared 
ney inthe fact tnatas the First Assistant 
Pöstmaster-General has not yet been ap- 
pointed, and as Mr. Bissell goes to New York 
to witness the naval review, during his 
absence the ranking officer of the Postal De- 
partment willl be Clay Evans, Second Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General, and one of the worst 
Republicans of the south. The Tennessee- 
ans considered that as the Administration 18 
Democratic, leaving a Republican at the 
head of one of the most important depart- 
ments, even for only a week, was an outrage 
sufficient to make Andrew Jackson turn over 
in his grave. 0 


SUPREME COURT PLANS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States has given notice 
that it will hear no further arguments after 
the 28th of this month. It will probably then 
take a recess for ten days or two weeks; 
again convene about May 8 and adjourn 
about May 15. The only case in which argu- 
ment will be heard is a case in which tbe 
constitutionality of the Geary act will be 
tested. On May5, by the provisions of this 
act ali Chinese now inthe Unite l States and 
who have not complied with the provisions of 
this act as to registration are subject to be 
ceported, 

The understanding is that several China- 
men will be arrested in New York City on 
May 6, and in that way the case will be 
brought directly to the Supreme Court, 
whereby the law can de tested. Solicitor- 
General Aldrich will appear for the United 
States, making his last official appearance in 
the Supreme Court in support of the constl- 
tutionality of the Geary act. Asat present 
arranged, the new  o»solicittor-General will 
officially enter upon the discharge of his new 
duties on June 1 next. 

Assistant Attorney-General Whitney of New 
York will assume tue discharge of his oficial 
duties Sept. 8. 

THE TERRITORIAL INQUIRY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—The Com- 
mittee on Territories will begin the investi- 
gation of the condition of the four Territories 
now knocking for admission to the brother- 
hood of states early in June. Mr. Faulkner 
has not yet decided his selection of the sub- 
committee, but he has decided that the start 
will be made from Chicago June 10, and he 
expects to coniplete the work within one 
month from that date, The committee will 
go direct to Utah where they Min look Into 
the condition of affairs and then pass througu 
the northern part of New Mexico and Arizona 
via the Atlantic & Pacific road and through 
the southern part via the Southern Pacific. 
From these Western Territories they will re- 
turn by way of Okfahoma.

CAN'T EVICT THEM. 


North Carolina Negroes Refuse to Recog. 
nize a Land Owner's Title. 


RALEIGH, N. C., April 21.— The Supreme 
Court having decided that the land on which 
James City, in Craven County, Is situated be- 
longs to James A. Bryanand wife, the man- 
date of the Court has been placed in the 
hands of the Sheriff of Craven County to dis- 
possess the 5,000 negroes living thereon. 
Sheriff Lane has tried twice to execute the 
order of the Court and the negroes have re- 


fused to allow the Sheriff to eject them. 

Yesterday the sheriff!’ went to James City 
witha posse of fifteen men. On thelr ap- 
proach the town bell was rung and the 
Sherif?! found all the doors locked and the 
people assembled out of doors. Not less 
than 2,000 men and women were in the 
streets, They were polite in a personal way 
to Sherif Lane, but they intimidated the 
posse so that the Sheriff found himself with- 
out support, and he returned to Newborne 
without executing his writs of ejectment. 

The matter has been laid before Gov. Carr, 
and he has answered that he cannot order 
out the militia to aid the Sheriff until he has 
exhausted the powers of Craven County. 
ihe Sheriff is now summoning a large posse, 
including the military company of New- 
borne, and he intends to make another effort 
to enforce the jaw. 

Mr. Bryan has offered very liberal terms of 
leases to allow the settlers everything they 
have put on the land, but the negroes having 
been put on the land by the Federal army 
during the war and just after the occupa- 
tion of Newborne, cannot understand how tt 
is that the State of North Carolina has any 
jurisdiction of authority over tnem. The 
population of James City is 5,000 and dlood- 
shed is expected when the Sheriff. returns to 
commence the process of evicting. 

The latest report is thatan association of 
negro preachers has taken the matter in 
hand and is trying to formulate some propo- 
sition of settlement that the negroes will 
agree to and that will be acceptable to Mr.

How the Provisional President of Hawali 
Regards the Flag Incident. 


RIVERSIDE, I. Agril 21.—George H. Dole, 
a brother of Sanford B. Dole, President of 
the Provisional Government of Hawall. ar- 
rived here last night and was asked how he 
thought the hauling down of the American 
lag would affect the question of annexation. 


He said: 

J do not belleve that Blount’s action in 
removing the American flag and troops from 
Ha wall will affect our chances for annexa- 


tion in any way. In fact, lbelieve it will 
help us. I believe that President Cleveland 
wants to put Hawali ina sition where the 
United States can treat with her as an inde- 
pendent power. 1 am _ satisfied this is 
the opinion of my brother, for he op- 
posed the resolution passed in the 
Advisory Council requesting Mr. Stevens 
to raise the American flag and retain the 
Boston’s troops on shore. My brother said 
ina private letter tome that he felt at the 
time that the deciaring of a protectorate was 
premature and that Hawall would stand a 
far better chance of annexationif she were 
left free to treat as an independent power. 
As to the question whether the morement on 
the part of England in fortifying Vancouver 
has any significance in regard to Hawali I 
am satisfied that neither England nor any 
other foreign power wants Hawall, or in any 
way cares to raise communications with the 
United States. The report that the Queen 
willbe re-established is absurd. The Pro- 
visienal Government has nowa fine body of 
trained troops and is in a position to main- 
tain itself against any internal disaffection. ’’

Englishman’s Effort to Reorganize 
the Nicaragua Canal Co. Fails. 


NEW YorK, April 21.—George C. Knight, 
who claims to represent a vast amount of 


English capital, called a meeting of the 
stockholders of the Nicaragua Canal Co. yes- 
terday and attempted to effect tne removal 
of Warner Miller, the President, and to have 
the project entirely reorganized. 

He opened the meeting by reading a long 
attack upon President Muller, and proposed 
Smith M. Weed as bis successor. He also 
read a scheme for reorganizing the company 
under both an English and an American 
charter. Bi this arrangement both the 
British and American Governments would 
have joint use of the canal for naval pur- 
poses. 

As he concluded Mr. Weed arose and pro- 
tested against the use of his name. He denied 
every ape of Mr. Knight’s statements, and 
heartily indorsed Mr. Miller as President. 
The American people would never permit the 
English Government to bold a joint interest 
in the canal.
